PROUTY'S SPEECH 
ON RATES CALISES

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Considerable 
discussion has been aroused in railroad 
and financial circles by the address of 


Charles Prouty, chairman of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, who, at a

4) to 35, the Senate today defeated the 
first attempt to alter the administration 
currency bill as framed by the Demo- 
cratic caucus.

Old Horton is zituated in a remote part 
of Howell County and communication 


between Springfield and there is difficult. 
The first home burned was that of Mrs. 
Jane Collins, known as “Blind Jane,” 
whose husband, John Keet Collins, died 
only a week ago. Living with “Blind 
Jane” was Paralee Collins, a young 
woman, 22 years old, who was taken out 
of the house ani lashed with large hick- 
ory switches until the flesh on her back, 
arms and hands were bruised to a black 
pulp. According to reports from Old 
Horton, the riders rushed up to the 
blind woman’s house, burst the doors 
down with their guns and ordered the 
iwo women to surrender. 

The blind woman and her children 
were treated with more gentleness than 
the boarder, and some of the furniture 
was removed from the house before it 
was fired. After whipping the young 
woman the mob is said to have told “er 
that she must be out of the State within

The mob then went to the home of 
Dan Collins, a short distance away.

REFUGEES TELL 
HOW VILLA I 
UP DICTATORSHIP 


Rebel General Has Seized $5,- 


000,000 Foreign Property 
in Chihuahua. 


Searchlight Played on 
U.S. Flag as Refugees’ 
Ship Passed Rebels 


VERA CRUZ, Dec. 36, 

HE transfer of American refu- 
ge gees to the battleships during 

the incessant fighting at Tam- 
pico was attended with consider- 
able difficulty. Rear Admiral 
Fletcher’s temporary flagship, the 
Tacoma, was run alongside the 
customs dock. The scout cruiser 
Chester proceeded one mile below. 
The Auimiral gaye orders that all 
Americans should withdraw from 
the city. 

The Wheeling proceeded to the | 
Tacoma and took aboard the refu- 
gees assembled there. Commander 
Kittelle of the Wheeling proceeded 
down the river, anchoring near the 
Chester. A large number of refu- 
gees were taken off the cruiser. 

In all, the Wheeling gathered 299 
persons. Her decks were densely 
crowded, most of the refugees be- 
ing women and children. Every- 
thing possible was done for their 
comfort by the officers and men 
of the gunboat. 

The Wheeling passed down the 
river in the moonlight, with a 
searchlight playing on her colors. 
She passed the rebel pickets and 
anchored at midnight off Labarra, 
five miles out. The battleships low- 
ered boats and in heavy seas the. 
transfer was carried out, occupying 
four hours. Many of the women 
were- seasick, and bluejackets were 
busy caring for the invalids and 
babies, The Virginia received 121 
of the ugees, the New Jersey 115 
and the Rhode Island 68. All that 
Was saved was their. hand bag- 
gage.

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 15.—More than 
1000 refugees from Chihud@h have 
reached here !n: the last two days. The 
majority are A:nericans and nearly all 
the rest Germans and Spaniards. All 
said Gen. Villa, the former bandit, had, 
made himself dictator of the city and 
State of Chihuahua. 

They asserted the rebel leader had 
seized $6,000/0009 worth of property be- 
longing to’foreigners, had put to death 
about 2 Mexican civilians, including 
Sergeic Sanchez, a lawyer and former 
State official, and had commanded the 
American, German. and British Consuls 
to obey reel orders. 

The happenings in Chihuahua since 
Villa occupied the city on its evacua- 
tion by Federal troops, as atyen by the 
refugees, were: 

Dhaee seized a large department store, 
ed at $1,500.00 and owned by 
ch, German, English and Spanish 

interests, but chiefly Spanish, and 
placed in command of the store Gen. 
Chao, a rebel leader. 


Demanded Money From Citizens. 

He also seized a brewery, a clothing 
factory and all the grocery and other 
stores owned by Spaniards, valued at 
$3,500,000. He called a meeting of mer- 
and told 
them they must pay him large’ sums 
of money, aggregating several million 
dollars, to support the revolution. He 
gave orders that the so-called Consti- 
tutionalist money should be accepted as 
currency. 

Villa's expulsidn of citizens of Spain, 
all. of whom were progressive mer- 
chants, was on pain of death. He at 
first informed them they must be out 
of the country within five days, but 
later, after an appeal by Harry Scobell,. 
the British Vice-Consul, he extended 
the time to 10 days. None of the Span- 
iards was allowed to take away any- 
thing except his personal effects and 
they were told never to return. 

The capture and imprisonmemt of Luis 
Terrazas Jr., son of a rich land owner, 
came after Terrazas had sought ref- 
uge in the British vice consulate and 
after the rebels, informed Scobell , they 
would break down the British vice. con- 
sulate unless Terrazas was released. 


U. 8. Congul Rebuffed. 

Marion Letcher, United States Consul, 
was asked by the foreigners to protect 
them. Letcher attempted’ to send a 
cipher message to the State Department, 
but was informed by Villa’ that no 
cipher messages would be permitted on 
the rebel telegraph. Villa thén in- 
formed the Foreign Consuls in a body 
that they would have to obey rebel or- 
ders. \ 
Otto Kueck, the German Consul, pro- 
tested to Villa against the exaction of 
tribute from Germany. Villa- threat- 
ened Kueck, saying the latter would be 
escorted to the botder if he persisted 
in his protest. A store in which Kueck 
was interested was required to pay 
$30,000.

Tit MONA LISA'S 
RETURN TO FRANCE 


Public Opinion in Florence Is 
Favorable to Man Who 
Stole Painting. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

FLORENCE, Dec. -15.—Resentment is 
vigorously expressed in many quarters 
at the action of the Italian Government 
in returning the “‘Wona Lisa” to France. 

A legal question has arisen regarding 
the extradition of Peruggia, who stole 
the picture. As he is an _ Ital- 
ian citizen, he canftot be extradited to 
France, but he must be tried in Italy. 
Public opinion is rather favorable t9 
him and there is said to be talk of 
opening a subscription for his defense 
and to provide him with comforts in 
prison. b 

Peruggia says that his first idea was 
to st Mataga’s “Parn .”’ but subse- 
quently he heard Bribes sed the Louvre 
praise La Gioconda more, so he decided 
to steal it. 

The Italian Government has decided io 
hand over Mona Lisa to the French 


Ambassador at Rome at a solemn state 


ceremony. 

Early Sunday morning the picture was 
berne, by two custodians’ from the cabi- 
net of gems in the Uffizi gallery, to the 
fourth room of autopertraits, followed 
by Director Ricci Poggi, artists, jour- 
nalists and others present, who in- 
stinctively uncovered ds the picture was 
carried past. The room where it. was 
placed was guarded by four gendarmes. 
Visitors were allowed three minutes in 
the room, Poggi all the while exhorting 
them to be calm. When: the gallery 
closed at 1 o’clock, as is usual Sunday, 
30,000 people had seen Gioconda. Enor- 


mous crowds were unable to enter the} 


gallery. A heavy police guard is sta- 
tioned around the gallery night and day. 

So great is ihe crowd of people striv- 
ing to obtain a view of Da Vinci's paint- 
ing, ““Mona Lisa,” that the authorities 
have been obliged to remove many of 
the busts and statues from the Uffizi 
gallery, to prevent them from being 
overturned and broken in the struggle 
to get near the picture.. 

Peruggia remains calm and proclaims 
his confidence that Italian justice will 
recognize him a hero whd has done his 
duty and that he will be well paid for 
his services. He asserts the French 
Government would have given him a 
million francs for information leading to 
the discovery of the picture. : 


THIEF IS INSANE 
POLICE BELIEVE 


PARIS, Dec. 1..—A telegram to the 
Temps from Rome states that Mona 
Lisa is undamaged except for a slight 
crack on the left cheek and a small 
scratch on the left shouldér. 

Officials of the Louvre are a unit in 
asserting that it was practically im- 
possible for Peruggia or any one man 
to have taken the ‘Mona Lisa from 
its place on the wall of the gallery be- 
cause of the great weight of the frame. 
That Peruggia had confederates seems 
therefore beyond question. Hence his 
entire story told in Florence is discred- 
ited absolutely. 


Police Look for Girl. 
Efforts.of the French police to find 


the girl who signed the name “‘Mathilde”’ 
to the love letters’ found in the room of 
Vincenzo Peruggia after his arrest at 
Florence for the theft of the “Mona 
Lisa” from the Louvre, so far have 
been fruitless. 

The police appear to think that the 
Italian police believe Peruggia a‘ mem- 
ber of an international gang and mere- 
ly helped in the execution of an elab- 
orate plan for the theft and sale of the 
picture. But the Parisian police will 
not commit themselves on this theory. 
Two workmen with whom Peruggia said 
he spoke and shook hands in a room 
adjoining the Mona Lisa room at the 
Louvre on the morning of the theft, say 
his story is untrue. They did not see 
Peruggia or anybody outside the regular 
workmen in their own gang that morn- 
ing they assert. E 

Apparently the police this morning ar¢ 
most occupied on the question of the 
hour when the picture might have been 
taken by Peruggia. It has been said 
it was stolen between 7 and 8 tn the 


.|/morning, when workmen were in the 


Louvre, but workmen arrive at 8:4. It 
is known Peruggia was two hours late 
at his own work in the paint shop that 
morning, bit he was not questioned as 
to the reason until nearly a month 
later, when he told the police inspector 
he could mot remember exactly why he 
had been late; perhaps had been out 
drinking the night before. 

Another point which interests the po- 
lice is Peruggia’s voyage to London, 
from where he sent post oards to friends 
in Paris, since Peruggia was hard up at 
the time and probably without. money 
enough to go to London. 

The police are also curious about the 
quick departure of Peruggia's cousins, 
Antonio and Guiseppe Peruggia, for 
Italy, where supposedly they went in 
answer to a telegram about an inher- 
itance coming due for them. 

Answer to the crificism of the Depari- 
ment of Finger Prints at the Prefectur.

The City of-St. Louis has an excellent law reg- 


wating the size /and location of billboards, and 
imposing a tax on them. 

The aim of the law is not to abolish biltboards 
nor to take work and wages from the men who 
build them, or the men who print the posters, or 
the men who put them up. Nothing like that. 

What the law aims to do is: 

1. Prevent the boards from becoming shelters 
for crimes ané@ criminals. 

2. Prevent them’ from standing in the way of 
city firemen when nearby homes, stores or other 
buildings are endangered by fire. 

3. Prevent them, from being blown down onto 
the heads of people passing by, during wind- 
storms. 

To get these results the law requires that 
there be four feet of open space between the 
bottom. of a billboard and the ground. This 
would prevent the boards from being hiding places 
for crimes and criminals. It requires at least six 
feet of open space between the ends of billboards 
(on a vacant lot) and the buildings on either end 
of it. This space would allow city firemen to get 
into the vacant lot to fight a fire in the ‘building 
on either side. 
back from the street line 14 feet, so if a board 
blows down (height of boards is restricted to 14 
feet) it won't fall onto the people passing by. 

There is something very like a conspiracy in ‘the 
united efforts:of the Billboard Trust and its at- 
torney, Jeptha Howe, of Building Commissioner 
McKelvey and other city officials to defeat the 
enforcement of this good law. Instead of forcing 
the Billboard Trust to obey the law, McKelvey is 
the author of a bill in Council which would prac-' 
tically nullify it. 

If the city administration does not wish to earn 
the condemnation of the people of St. Louis it 
will cease paltering with the Billboard Trust and 
bring that law-breaking concern to time in short 
order.

The army Quartermasters who have to 
do with the purchasing of horses for 
the military establishment say that there 
is a really alarming scarcity of animals. 
Of course, the War Department is more 
or less. hampered by the fact that Con- 
gress has not appropriated sufficient 
money to enable’the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment te acquire horses in sufficient 
number to supply all the mounted com- 
mands. It is hoped that during the 
coming fiscal year it will be possible to 
make good the shortage in horses caused 
by the distribution, of troops on the 
border and elsewhere and by the in- 
crease to War strength of troops serv- 
ing. abroad. The price paid for horses 
is about the same as it has been; in- 
deed, the contracts most 


have been for two years. With suffi- 
cient funds the army could easily ob- 
tain enough horses to supply the com- 
mands at peace strength. If there were 
an emergency uiring a larger num- 
ber of horses the War Department would 

have great difficulty in getting them, 
even with the reasonable departures 
from the official specifications. This is 
due, in part, to the falling off in the 
product of those who are raising horses.
